It Is Reported That Substantial Prog- 
ress Is Being Made. 


Reports on the Various Topics—The Factors, Participation 
Percentages—Cost Schedule, Old Orders and Contracts— 
And Other Subjects Discussed by Manufacturers— 

A Strong Feature of the Plan. 





The movement to get the box board manufacturers to co 
yperate under the Parks’ poolimg plan is reported as making 
progress this week. At the meeting held in New York last 
week committees were appointed to collect certain data, 
determine questions that were left open, and to lay the plan 
before those mill owners who did not attend the meetings. 
\s those who were present, said to represent 91 per cent. of 
the production, voted their approval of the plan and agreed 
to recommend its adoption by the remaining 9 per cent., out 
look for the plan going into effect is considered very good 
indeed 

Judging from reports of the meetings,.it appears that all 
phases of the combination plan were discussed. Each ele 
ment of the proposed combination agreement was gone into 
thoroughly, so that no loophole should be left to impair 
its chances of success. Many of the topics of discussion 
were settled at the meetings. Others were delegated to 
committees to adjust. By way of showing how thoroughly 
the mill owners covered the ground, the following list of 
themes for discussion is given, each of which occupied some 
ittention: Organization, Termination of the Agreement, 
Cost Schedule, Returns of Sales, Goods Returned, Prices, 


Invoicing, Monthly Statements, Participation Percentages, 
Distribution of Profits, Costs, Bad Debts, Vouchers, Sales 
\llotments, Percentage Vote, Clearings, Membership, Meet 
ings, Officers, Expenses, Changes of Indenture of Agree 
ment, Rules and Regulations, Syndicate Buyers, Fires, 
lerms and Freights and Other Relative Topics

posal that “old orders and contracts” shall be subject to the 


same rates of “contribution” per ton as new orders, i. ¢., 


he rates current at the date of shipment, was laid on the 


table.

Maine Log Drives. 
[SPECIAL CORKESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Bancor, Me., September 16, 1905—The third East 
Branch drive of about 18,000,000 feet reached the sorting 
gap of the Katahdin Pulp and Paper Company at Lincoln 
Monday. Since the drive left the East Branch, it has been 
coming along well with the aid of the water received from 
the West Branch, and since the rear of the drive was 
dropped at Whetstone two weeks ago the logs have come 
along without mishap, though hard driving was exper! 
enced all the way. About half. the logs in the drive will 
be sorted out at Lincoln for the Katahdin Pulp and Paper 
Company, and it is expected this sorting will delay the drive 
about ten days or more 

The West Branch drive is expected to get into the Pen 
obscot boom Tuesday night or Wednesday morning at the 
latest. The West Branch has had better luck than the 
East Branch, and a practically clean drive has been brought 
in, but low water has hindered the work right along. The 
recent rains didn’t make enough difference in the pitch of 
water in the river to be hardly noticeable. 

All the booms up river are shut down with the excep 
tion of that at Argyle. It is improbable that the booms at 
Nebraska and Pea Cove will start up again this season 
rhe logs are not running in hardly fast enough to keep 
more than one boom going, and one boom can turn out 
logs about as fast as the crews at the Bangor boom can 
handle them so that there is no necessity for starting up 
another boom 

Some of the operators already have large crews at work 
on the winter's cutting, and indications point to a large 
cut of logs in the coming winter. The high price of lum- 
ber will have a tendency to make the cutting operations 
larger than last year, for lumber is commanding a higher 
price than it has for a long time, and there is a big de 
mand for it in New York and Boston. 

The cut last winter was somewhat smaller than the year 
before, owing to the fact that the Great Northern Paper 
Company, which is one of the largest consumers of logs in 
the State. had considerable stock left over and its cut 
was reduced by more than a third. This reduction may be 
made up this winter, but it is yet too early to tell just how 
extensive the winter's operations will be. That they will 
be extensive, however, is a very safe prediction.

Manufacturers. 


As Higher Figures Were Expected, the Action of the Makers

No change in the price of senile pulp was made by the 
manufacturers as a result of their meeting held in New 
York last week \s some advance was expected the de 
cision of the manufacturers to leave the quotation at the 
old figure comes as a surprise to the trade In regard to 
the matter it is understood that a number of the members 
ulvocated a substantial increase in the price, believing that 
present market conditions warranted an advance Be 
sides the argument based on supply and demand these 
manufacturers contended that the margin of profit in soda 
was altogether too small and that in view of: the high 
cost of their wood the quotation should be advanced at 
least an eighth of a cent Their arguments, it seems, did 
not meet the approval of their fellow members 

lhe refusal of the soda men to take advantage of mar 
ket conditions to their own profit has naturally aroused 
some speculation as to the reasons back of their action 
One explanation given is that the manufacturers thought 
it better policy to de fer the advance till the October meet 
ing. by which time it was hoped the book market would b« 
so strong that their customers could not possibly object to 
a slight advance in the cost of their soda

trouble in the printing trade has not affected the demand 
for book and writings. It seems that the possibility of a 
strike in the printing shops is not looked on very seriously 
If there were any apprehension on this score, those hav- 
ing work to be done would no doubt anticipate the strike 
by rushing the work before the 1st of January. While 
business, generally speaking, is fairly good, the manufac- 
turers are evidently much displeased at the low 
prices. The cost of the raw materials, with the possible 
exception of ground wood, is, they claim, constantly ad- 
vancing, and as they are unable to offset the increased 
cost of their materials by any increase in the selling price 
of their finished product, their dilemma in this respect has 
been brought home to many of them within the past few 
weeks. The manufacturers who rely on foreign rags have 
been the loudest in expressing their chagrin over the situ- 
ation. Those of them who use large quantities of high 
grade fibres, either foreign or domestic, are evidently in 
about the same position as those who use foreign rags. 
In connection with the high cost of their raw materials, the 
manufacturers in nearly all the lines bemoan the con- 
stantly increasing production of all grades of paper. With 
the new supply coming on the market the manufacturers 
say that it seems impossible to make any headway in their 
The result, following the law of

supply and demand, is that prices remain just about where 
they were during the summer. With their materials cost- 
ing them more, and no advances being obtainable for their 
finished product, the manufacturers claim that they are not 
getting the return from their business to which they are 
entitled. In regard to the market position of the various 
grades of paper, it cannot be said that very much of a 
change has taken place during the past week. A feature of 
the present situation that is encouraging is the fact that 
manufacturers, as a rule, are unwilling to load up with 
orders on the basis of present prices, believing that quota- 
tions will soon show some improvement in response to an 
enlarged demand.

Utica, N. Y., September 16, 1905.—The new paper and 
board manufactory of the Foster-Adams Manufacturing 
Company on Upper Erie street, will begin operations next 
week with about fifty employees. The machinery is nearly 
ready to be started. 

The building which houses the machinery is a model of 
its kind. No wood was used in its construction except that 
for the slag roof and the floor in the beater room. The re- 
mainder of the building is constructed of solid concrete and 
brick. The plant will have a daily output of 20 tons of 
paper

Che main building is 257x76 feet. In the beater room are 
four beaters of 1,000 pounds capacity each. The stuff chests 
are six in number, and each has a capacity of 4,000 pounds 
The machine is a 74 inch, five cylinder, with thirty-seven 
dryers. 

At the end of the main building is a storeroom 40x40 feet 
Like the other rooms this has a concrete basement. One 
corner of the room will for the present be used as an office 
There is in process of construction a brick and concrete 
storehouse 76x100 feet. In the rear of the manufactory is 
a storehouse for machinery 16x50 feet. 

In the rear of the building is a switch leading to the 
Schuyler street connection of the D., L. and W. Rail- 
road. A dock will be built on the canal, which runs directly 
in the rear of the manufactory and facilitates the handling 
of the raw material 

The plant is supplied with an abundance of power. Two 
boilers of 150 horse power each have been placed in readi 
ness for the opening. There is a Fishkill Corliss engine of 
200 horse power for driving the beaters and the stuff 
chests. A 100 horse power Erie engine drives the paper 
making machinery. In addition there is a 25 horse 
power horizontal engine for driving the dynamos which 
will furnish light for the plant. The buildings are also 
being connected with the city lighting system. 

The paper making machinery was manufactured by the 
Downingtown Manufacturing Company, of Downingtown, 
Pa., and was installed under the supervision of Shipley 
Brown, of that concern.

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NO CHOLERA SCARE. 


Albert Salomon, Just Returned From Germany, Tells of the 
Situation Abroad—Rag Market Not Disturbed—No 
Danger From the Disease. 


According to cabled advices from Germany, a feeling of 


certainty now seems to exist among the health authorities 
there that the danger of cholera spreading has been over 
come, and that the number of new cases announced from 
now on will dwindle from day to day until the infection 
ends. 

While the danger 
present, the importers of rags in New York are almost a 
unit in predicting a recurrence of the epidemic next spring 
With the setting in of warm weather again they say another 
outbreak should be looked for, as this is what happened in 


the spring of 1893 after the previous winter, when the dis-

The genuine cases reported have 
been in the districts near the Russian frontier, many miles 
from the big cities. As soon as the health authorities were 
satished that it was cholera, they, with that thoroughness 
characteristic of the Germans, took every possible precau- 


tion to prevent the spread of the disease. The result of all

The Market Is Reported as Very Firm, but No Advance Is 
Announced —Those Who Were Present at the 
Gathering in Chicago.

The tissue paper manufacturers of the United States held 
a ineeting in Chicago at the Briggs House on Tuesday and 
Wednesday of last week. They came unheralded and un 
sung and did not make very much noise while they were 
here. After the morning session Tuesday they took an 
automobile ride, and after a late afternoon session went 
down on the South Side and took in the glories of the 
White City, the new “Coney Island” resort. The manu 
facturers did not even circulate among the trade to any 
great extent, and those that did showed little disposition to 
discuss their doings in meeting assembled. The subject of 
prices was pretty thoroughly discussed, it is understood, 
but evidently no decided action regarding any immediate 
advance in price was taken. The manufacturers think they 
ought to have more money, it is reported, but could not 
agree On any concerted move in that respect 

At any rate, the jobbers have received no notice of any 
advance, the market, however, being reported as decidedly 
firm at previous quotations. 

Jobbers say that tissue prices are abundantly high and 
that they do not believe that any material advance could 
be forced on the trade, although they admit it is under 
pretty strong control. Among those present at the meeting 
besides E. C. Robertson, of Hinsdale, N. H., who presided, 
were: W. O. Ball, Carthage, N. Y.; George E. Challis, 
Toronto, Canada; Frederick S. Leonard, Hinsdale, N. H.;

The Company Loses in Its Contention Against a Winding 
Up Order, But the Case Will Be Appealed to Ottawa— 
Supreme Court Judges Evenly Divided 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

FrepeRIcTON, N. B., September 18, 1905.—The Supreme 
Court last week delivered judgment in re the petition of 
Geo. S. Cushing against the Cushing Sulphite Company 
for a winding up order. In chambers Judge McLeod 
granted the order for winding up under the act and the 
Cushing Company appealed to the full bench against this 
order. It was on this appeal that the court delivered judg- 
ment 

There were present Judges Hanington, Landry and Mc- 
Leod. Judge McLeod had a lengthy judgment of his own, 
in which he upheld the order made by him in chambers 
and giving his decision that the appeal be dismissed with 
costs. 

Justice Hanington read the judgment of the chief justice, 
in which he concurred, that the appeal should be allowed. The 
chief justice said that the evidence did not show that the 
company was insolvent, and, furthermore, that the great 
majority of the creditors were opposed to the winding up 
order. Justice Hanington said to his mind it was evident 
that if the property is sold everybody would be paid in full 
and those mostly interested had sworn that it would be dis- 
astrous to the company and to those concerned to grant a 
winding up order. The interest of Mr. Cushing is secured 
and the property is a paying business, and if sold better be 
sold as a running concern, which he did not think could be 
done if in liquidation. In conclusion he said that the prop- 
erty had to be sold in any event, and the question was 
whether the mortgagee should sell or the court appoint a 
liquidator. It was in the interest of all that a liquidator 
should do the selling. It had been alleged that the mill 
should be sold as a going concern. This could be done 
even if the liquidation were granted, as it had been shown 
that there were sufficient funds and business on hand to 
run the business until sold. 

Judge Landry concurred in the judgments delivered by 
Tuck and Hanington, and believed the appeal should be 
allowed. : 

Judge Hanington read a note from Judge Gregory, agree- 
ing with Judge McLeod, and also a letter from Judge

sarker to the same effect. The court being equally divided 
appeal is dismissed and no order made as to costs 

A. H. Hanington, of Hanington, Teed & Hanington, 
stated that his firm would appeal at Ottawa to the supreme 
court of Canada against the decision of Judge McLeod, 
who granted an order for the winding up of the business 
of their clients, the Cushing Sulphite Company, and also 
against the supreme court decision at Fredericton. 


Detection of Mechanical Wood. 


In speaking of the phloroglucin reaction as a test for 
the presence of mechanical wood fibres in paper most text 
books on paper testing warn the novice that certain ap 
pearances may easily mislead him, says Professor W. Herz- 
berg. Thus there are a great variety of coloring matters, 
among them metanil yellow, which is so frequently used 
by paper makers for the production of colored or toned 
papers, which aniline colors are turned red by the hydro 
chloric acid present in the phloroglucin solution 

This reaction frequently comes up for discussion in the 
trade journals, and yet cases constantly occur in which pa 
per containing no mechanical wood has been rejected erro- 
neously on account of the presence of coloring matter 

A striking example of this kind came recently under the 
observation of the Royal Testing Laboratories. A foreign 
mill delivered a quantity of paper free from mechanical 
wood in fulfilment of a contract, and at the same time de 
clared the paper to be prepared from chemical wood alone, 
without the addition of any “broke.” The paper had a yel- 
low tone produced by the addition of metanil yellow. Im 
mediately on delivery the paper was rejected by the con- 
signee on the ground that it contained mechanical wood. 
The test for mechanical he had applied himself. The mill 
would not allow that any meqhanical had been used, and 
sent a sample of the paper to the official testing laboratory 
in their own country, but only with the result that the pa- 
per was still declared to contain mechanical. As a matter 
of fact, however, the paper was quite free from mechan- 
ical, as was shown by the microscopical examination. In 
the piece examined not a single fibre of mechanical wood 
could be detected. In both cases we must conclude that 
the red color produced by the metanil yellow had given 
rise to the error, even although the red color differs consid 
erably from that produced by ligneous fibres. 

A mechanical wood paper heated with a solution of 
phloroglucin produces a red color of gradually increasing 


intensity and certain of the thicker fibres stand out fr 
the rest as being more darkly colored. The piece of pay 
obtains a certain fibrous appearance. A paper containi 
no ligneous fibres, but colored with metanil yellow, dey 
ops the red color much more rapidly and the colored | 
per has no fibrous appearance, but is evenly colored. | 

ther, the color fades fairly rapidly, and becomes surround: 
with a violet tinted ground, while the color produced 

mechanical wood pales less rapidly, and does not show 

colored margin. It is seen then that the difference in t] 
colorations are very distinct. If there is any doubt, hoy 
ever, as, for instance, with a paper which may conta 
mechanical, and is possibly at the same time colored 

toned with aniline dye, the paper should first be moisten« 
with a little dilute hydrochloric acid; if no color develop 
then any red coloration with phloroglucin will be due t 
ligneous fibres. If, on the other hand, acid alone color 
the sheet, a coloring matter is present, and a microscopic: 
examination must be made, as the dye stuff obliterates th« 


usual color reaction. Testing laboratories should neve: 


depend on a_ microscopical reaction for determinin; 
whether a paper contains ligneous fibre, but should alway 
proceed to a microscopical examination, as this alone 
capable of yielding results free from any suspicion of uw 
certainty: This is necessary in order that the type 


ligneous fibre may be determined on; that is, whether 


mechanical wood, jute, &e. Thus, should a paper contai 
unboiled jute, it will give a positive reaction with th: 
phloroglucian reagent, although one cannot speak of th« 
paper as one containing mechanical wood.

The position of paper mill chemist has_ been 
growing more important each year, and those who have 
been studying and investigating the chemistry of paper 
making are now important factors in the paper making 


industry. Their work is continually increasing in value, 
and everything that'can be done to advance their work 
should have the support of all. There is much to be done 
in the chemical part of paper making, and a society such 
as is suggested would be a potent factor in the field. We 
trust that the organization will soon take definite shape 
and that the American section will be one of its promi- 


nent features. 





The Parks Plan. 


At last accounts the Parks pooling plan, by which it is 
designed to provide uniform prices and a steadier market 
for the box board manufacturers, is doing well. It has 
been discussed by the manufacturers, committees have been 
at work on various phases of the subject, and it is now 
regarded as a pretty sure thing that the general agency 
will be in working order by October 1, and that at that time 
an advance of $5 a ton will be made in the price of boards. 
Leastwise, some people are tipping off their customers to 
that effect, but if the rules of the organization are to be 
effective, blanket contracts and such things will be rather 
expensive luxuries for mills who indulge in them. If 
the Parks plan is a good thing for the board man we wish 
it all kinds of success. If it will produce better net returns 
to manufacturers for their boards we hope that it will be 
adopted, and the wise ones say that is just what will hap- 
pen. If it does happen time will show the strength or 
weakness of the pooling proposition, but up to date board 
pools have died very early in their youth. Some of them 


even have not died natural deaths—they have been 


strangled. 


Teaching by Mail. 

We are in receipt of an inquiry this week as to where 
and how and when the inquirer can learn paper making by 
mail. Correspondence schools and colleges profess to teach 
a good many things, but up to date they have not cata- 
logued a course in paper making, and we are therefore 
unable to give the name and address of an institution that 
will help our friend out. 

Paper making can be learned inf a paper mill and no- 
where else. One may read books and listen to lectures to 
the greatest possible extent, and may know it all theoretic- 
ally or “in his mind,” but he will never be a paper maker 
until he takes his place in a mill at the lowest position and 
work his way up to the charge of a machine.

Canada has frequently been pointed to as likely to prove 
a formidable comupetitor to Sweden and Norway in the 
supply of wood pulp to the British market, says the World’s 
Paper Trade Review.

Blotting Papers. 

\ British patent has been granted to 
Messrs. Clayton Beadle and Henry P. Ste 
ens, covering improvements in the manu 
facture of blotting and other water leaf pa 
pers. 

[his process has for its object the manu 
facture of blotting or other water leaf pa 
pers, so that the outer, non-absorbent zone 
f ink blots made upon them by blotting 
written matter or otherwise are wholly or 
partially eliminated and the absorbent quali 
ies of the paper are retained after repeated 
ise, particularly in such cases where the 
onditions of manufacture, such as in the 
case of a hard water supply, render this 


impossible by the ordinary methods of 
manufacture. 
To effect this the manufacturing opera 


tions are conducted in such a manner as to 
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render the finished paper free from basic 
mineral matter and such substances as cal 
cium carbonate, which are capable of neu 
tralizing acids or reacting with other sub 
stances as contained in writing inks. For 


this purpose a sufficient quantity of acid is 
added, preferably hydrochloric acid, to neu 
tralize the basic mineral matter and react 
with other substances contained in_ the 
washed rag or other fibrous material used 
in the manufacture of paper, and in any 
water with which these fibrous materials 
are mixed, or come in contact with in the 
course of, manufacture. The acid is_ best 
diluted with water and added to the fibrous 
material in the breaker, beater, stuff chest, 
or other containing vessel, while the mate 
rial is being agitated so that it becomes 
thoroughly mixed and incorporated. The 
patentees prefer to use just sufficient acid 
to combine with the bases and other acid 
neutralizing substances present. The exact 
proportion of acid will be best ascertained 
by judicious experiment 

The water added or used in the subse 
quent manufacturing operations may also 
be neutralized by the addition of sufficient 


acid
